Harry Yost, business agent of Gus 
Hill’s Gay New York Company, 
planned a coup in Richmond, Va., last 


week. He advertised 
A Case of that on the Saturday 
Circumstantial preceding the advent 
Evidence. of Christmastide he 

would distribute free 
milk among the poor of the city. 
Upon guarantee that the announce- 
ment was bona-fide, the local news- 
papers supplemented the advertise- 


ment with liberal reading notices, of 
which the following from the Evening 
Journal is a fair sample. 

“Free milk will be distributed to the 
deserving poor of Richmond on the 
Saturday preceding the advent of 
Christmastide. 

“While there is no limit to the total 
amount to be distributed to the people 
of this city, only one quart will be 
given to each family or individual ap- 
plying at the milk station. 

“On yesterday afternoon a contract 
was made with the Richmond Dairy 
Company to supply the milk for the 
event, which will be doled out in quait 
cans entirely by young girls, from 
booths erected most probably in the 
old Bijou Theatre. It is stated that 
the institutions of charity in town will 
be just as eligible as individuals for 
the milk, except that they will get « 
larger amount than would be given 
the individual. 

“Gus Hill, the popular manager of 
the In Gay New York Musical Com- 
edy Company, which will play at ihe 
Bijou the week of Christmas, is the 
party of the second part to the cun- 
tract, and it is because of his generos- 
ity that the milk will be given away 
free to the city’s needy. Through his 
manager, Harry Yost, now in this city, 
he made the contract with the Rich- 
mond Dairy to supply the milk for 
distribution. The telegram which di- 
rected Mr.’ Yost to take the alove step 
reads as Ielows: 


rar me! 


rive every poor family or person 
in Richmond a quart of milk with my 
Christmas greetings. 


“(Signed) 


“Mr. Yost states that the milk will 
be given away next Saturday week. 
and that the girls of the Gay New 
York Company will distribute it 
among the applicants.” 

The day after the story was pub- 
lished Yost was helping E. H. Walsh, 
agent of Blaney’s Old Isaacs From the 
Bowery, mix a barrel of paste in the 
bill room of the Bijou Theatre, when 
some one, having descried them 
through a window, conceived the idea 
of a practical joke, and hastened to 
inform one of Richmond's pure food 
inspectors that Yost was engaged in 
manufacturing condensed milk in the 
bill room of the Bijou. In a short 
time the inspector arrived with his 
testing apparatus and, wearing an air 
of great authority, approached the 
theatre. Just as he entered the door 
Yost yelled out: 


“Put some blue stone in it, Ed, to 
keep it sweet. I'll need it when I 
start to hand out my dope.” 

The inspector had heard enough to 
satisfy him of the enormity of Yost’s 
intentions. Wheeling about, he strode 
indignantly down the street, declaring 
significantly and with much official 
emphasis that no milk should be 
passed out of that room to anyone. 

Yost is still trying to convince the 
Richmond Board of Health that it was 
paste, not milk, he was making, and 
it is not probable that he will succeed.

But Reports Are "Way Above Last Year 


Prospects Are Bright for the New Year—Nixon & Zimmerman’s New Policy— 
Roller Rinks Holding Their Own—Rumors Concerning Burlesque Com- 
bines—Notes of Interest and Comments of Our Philadelphia Correspondent. 


HE week before Christmas, 
week in the year for every kind of 
theatrical business, finds this city a 
little better off than it was last year. 
There are some strong attractions in 
they are getting good houses while 
the other houses will all make expenses this 
week and that is a remarkable state of affairs 
for ante-Xmas week.

The Jungle 
did net draw very much the second week, but 
will be a winner on the road and when 
it goes into Chicago for a run will pack the 
house it plays at to the doors. The Prince of 
India had a fair second week opening, but of 
course, will not do as much business this week 
as last. At the Park, As Ye Sow opened well 
and will do a big business during the three 
weeks allotted to them. The Grand had a big 
opening -and several special nights this week 
will make it a good week. ‘The popular price 
dramatic houses suffered the most of any as 
their patrons are taking in the sights at the 
big department stores with all the free shows 
and of course have no time to go to a thea- 
After next week, however, they will re- 
to the theatre and then everybody will be 
happy. ‘The burlesque houses also show a de- 
cided falling off this week, but as business has 
been excellent all season there is no kick 
coming to them. 

Roller skating rinks still 
and are all making money. Speed contests, ex- 
hibitions of fancy skating and band concerts 
are being added by the larger rinks and thus 
the interest in this sport is kept up. That the 
fad of roller skating is increasing is proven 
by several towns near here where there are no 
rinks, In Camden the City Council had te 
pass an ordinance prohibiting the skating on 
the asphalt streets as wagons and automobiles 
had no chance at all. It looks as if the rollers 
would rule for a year or two yet. 

The attractions booked at the different Phil 
adelphia theatres after the first of the year are 
the best we have ever had and if business is 
hot good it will be because money is tight. 
There seems to be no chance of this as most 
of our mechanics have had lots of work this 
winter on account of the lack of storms and 
there are no serious labor difficulties. 

Rumors still crop up of the amalgamation of 
the two rival burlesque circuits and it is 
claimed that before next season there will be 
but one circuit of these shows. The impedi- 
ment to this getting together of these two 
sworn enemies are towns like this where we 
have four burlesque houses, two in each wheel 
and all of them doing a profitable business 
The managers of these houses would block any 
attempt made to shut out any particular house. 

Well they just threw up both hands and 
yelled when they saw the big Christmas Num- 
ber of The Billboard in his town. The only 
kick I heard was that that it was so full of 
good things that it bursted the cover and peo 
ple who wanted to save it had to sew it to 
gether.

HREE hundred and sixty-three 
times has the sun rolled its great 
golden bulb over the azure horizon and

sparkler are content to sit behind the box of- 
fice grill and watch the golden and _ silver 
stream flow towards them. They are not say- 
ing much but they are as near as possible to 
George Oohan’s song pictured conception of the 
man who is satisfied with life. Good shows 
and good audiences have been the rule. The 
one inevitably follows the other. 


There have been few mediocre plays in Chi 
cago since Sept. 1. Wisely chosen have been 
the bookings and the productions have in 
every instance proven by their drawing powers, 
the truth of this assertion.

The New Managing Siesbea: of the Barnum & 
Bailey Show. 


William W. 


Cole, the newly 
director of the 


elected managing 
Barnum and 


Bailey Show, Lim- 


ited, enters his office with all the qualifications 
necessary to successfully control the affairs of 
the gigantic institution, back and front. A 
man of deeds, not words, he is reticent and de- 
liberate, asking no personal glorification, and 
in many particulars very much like his prede- 
cessor, the lamented James A. Bailey 

In the manipulation of the circus and men- 
agerie which bore his own name, he demon- 
strated both his mettle and his metal. At no 
time during his managerial career did he be- 
come a victim to an overloafing ambition. He 
never got the enlargement craze, but wen a 
fortune with an adequately equipped show of 
single train proportion, handled as to routing, 
entertainment and advertisement in a masterly 
manner. 

ty thé use of short cages he was able to 


exhibit a considerable menagerie. His perform- 


ances were always of a high grade of excel- 
lence, satisfying and calculated to add to the 
reputation of the show. In his selection of 


lieutenants he proved bis wisdom by surrounding 
himself with such stars of their calling as J. 
Barney Gaylord, Wm. R. Hayden and Louis E. 
Cooke. 

No more appreciative manager than W. W. 
Cole ever had the reins and directed the advance 
movements of a show; no director ever had at 
command a more loyal and capable staff. When 
a member withdrew from his employ, he de 
parted with best wishes, and a deserving one 
Was promoted to the vacant post. 

When Wm. R. Hayden took up the manage 
ment of Thomas W. Keene, the tragedian, as a 
personal venture, Mr. Cole at the parting placed 
in Hayden’s hand a check fer a large amount 
with the suggestion that he might need it in 
promoting his new attraction. As it turned out, 
Hayden did not find it necessary to cash the 
check, and it was returned with grateful thanks 
to the generous former employer. 

During Mr. Cole’s individual management he 
always had a feature to boom and never failed 
to make the most of it in all his forms of ad- 
vertising, whether it was a pair of giants or an 
elephant of unusual size. He was one of the 
first to use lithographed posters extensively and 
led all competitors with a 100-sheet lithographed 
poster advertising his first features. To adver- 
tise a pair of giants, their lithographs on the 
billboards towered above the balance of the 
and attracted extraordinary attention. 
. Cole certainly got full value for his pub- 
licity in every form of announcement. 

Discreetly venturesomé, this bold manager 
frequently visited remote parts of the Union to 
great profit, and it was his policy with his 
compact show to get into territory first, gather 
the harvest, and swing into pastures new with 
the first paper up and the first show of the sea- 
son, preferring to lead the way rather than to 
post. Cole was not a ‘‘not until’? manager; he 
preferred to pay for raflroad runs rather than 
to take second place. 

It was a difficult thing in those days to place 
the Cole Show, and the manager kept his rivals 
guessing as to his next mevement. As a soldier 
be would have been a Phil Sheridan or a Stone- 
wall Jackson, so difficult was it to put your 
finger on him or conjecture his plan of action. 
He visited California and Australia when the 
risks were great and profited by his daring. 


It is related that once during his career he 


met a reverse and proved the timber he was 
built of. Wintering at Quincy, Illinois, he 
started out in the spring to meet with continu- 


ous bad weather an@® unremunerative business. 
To avoid a collapse he shipped the outfit back 
to Quincy for reorganization. With a barren 
treasury, the man of silence and sense did not 
despair. All his attaches in every department 
had confidence In the cool, self-contained man- 
ager, who proceeded to reap vietory from defeat. 
Comparatively a stranger in Quincy, Mr. Cole 
succeeded {in borrowing $10,000, a joint loan of 
the city banks, without security, and quickly 
equipped the show as a hippodrome. He hurried 
into Cansda and swept the Dominion like a 
whirlwind, coining money at every stand. In 
all his career he never experienced another set- 
back. 

As much 
appearances, 


of a sphinx as U. S. Grant to all 
Mr. Cole in the company of his 
intimates is a genial man, and beneath the sur- 
face has a keen sense of the humorous and the 
ridiculous. Many anecdotes are related of his 
characteristics. Before the days ef advertising 


cars, when the advance agents and billers trav- 
eled with box outfits for the billposters, Mr. 
Cole called the attention of Gaylord and Harden 
to the collection of personal baggage earried by 
the agent and the paste brigade and suggested 
that things would have a better appearance on 
arriving at hotels if some uniformity of grips 
shonld be adopted to replace the gripsacks of 
all sizes, ages and styles in wse. Gaylord and 
Hayden acted en the advice at once, equipping 
themselves and party with the largest kind of 
cheap block enameled grips, on each of which 
they had lettered in white In the largest pos 
sible letters the name of the owner and ““W. W 
Cole’s Cirens and Menagerte.”’

ment. When Mr. Bailey recuperated and re- 
turned from abroad he bought a half interest in 
the Barnum outfit and announced P. T. Barnum 
and J. A. Bailey equal owners of Barnum and 
Bailey’s Greatest Show on Earth. 

It was then said, ‘‘Cole is out for good,”’ but 
such did not prove to be the case. After the 
death of Mr. Barnum, Cole became interested 
with James A. Bailey in the Forepaugh-Sells 
Show and Buffalo Bill’s Wild West, and only 
withdrew from both these ventures at quite a 
recent date. 

In assuming command of the representative 
American show Wm. W. Cole finds himself sur- 
rounded by a superior staff who long served Jas. 
A. Bailey at home and abroad. 3ailey had one 
quality which endeared him to those who were 
nearest him and his principal advisers: he was 
not a seeker after new lieutenants; he held to 
the old heads, tried and true, and gained by 
their experience, No one was discarded by Mr. 
Bailey because of gaining white hairs or in 
creasing age, and in no one could these veter- 
ans of seasons upon seasons find one more like 
their former chief than William W. Cole, the 
undemonstrative man who knows who's who and 
what's what.

HISTORY OF AMERICAN CIRCUS 
AND TENTED EXHIBITIONS 


An Authentic Record of Events, Together With a Detail of the First Tent Pro- 
ductions of Original Feats by Areaic Artists, and the First Time Innova- 
tions of the Most Enterprising Managers On Earth—Compiled From the 
Best Substantial Sources Expressly for The Billboard.

HE first American circus worthy of 

the name which achieved any success 

worth mentioning wes created by 

Aron Turner in the early twenties. 

Turner spelled his name with a single 
A. In his first seasons on the road, Turner 
used no too, only a side wall, which he made 
himself. In 1880, the Turners had a ninety-foot 
round top. In 1844, Turner added a menagerie 
to his circus, leasing it of James June. It 
consisted of an elephant and six cages of ani- 
mals. In 1847 a hippopotamus made out of 
leather was a great feature of the show. In 
1841, I influenced my father-in-law to pur- 
chase his animals and cease paying a percentage 
for the use of them, and he was the tirst circus 
manager to do so, his example being at once 
followed by “‘Old’’ Jobn Robinson, and Jerry 
Mabie. (Authority: Geo. F. Bailey.) 


Poole’s Cireus, Market  st., 
opened Aug. 20, 1785. 

The Pantheon and Ricket’s Amphitheatre, Phil- 
adelphia, opened April 13, 1795. 

The Pantheon and Ricket’s Circus, Sixth and 
Chestnut sts., Philadelphia, opened Oct. 19, 
1795. Destroyed by fire Dec. 17, 1799. 

Lailson’s Circus. Fifth and Prune sts., Phila- 
delphia, opened 1797. 

Walnut Street Amphitheatre, Philadelphia, 
opened Feb. 2, 1809, called the Olympic Thea- 
tre, and dramatic performance, in conjunction 
with equestrian features, Jan. 1, 1811. 

A cireus established by Pepin & Breschaid, 
Charlestown, Mass., 1809. R 

P. T. Barnum was born at Bethel, Conn., 
July 5, 1810. Died at Bridgeport, Conn., April 
7, 1891. 

The first calico or spotted horses ever seen 
in this country arrived in New York November, 
1816. T. West, manager, opened with Pepin 
& Co., in Philadelphia, Nov. 28, for twelve 
nights Produced the equestrian spectacle, Ti- 
mour, the Tartar, Dec. 19. Season at the Olym- 
pie closed Jan. 4, 1817, and made an extensive

agement, The Cataract of the Ganges being 
added to the repertoire. (Authority: Col T. 
Allston, Brown's History of the Circus from 
its introduction in America.

Washington Gardens Amphitheatre, Tremont 
et., Boston; built 1812. 

Mr. Hunter opened a circus at Hartford, 
Conn., Merch 18, 1823. 

Nathan Howes bought the elephant Old Bet 
1825, and was the first manager to use a round 
top the same year. Previously touring shows 
used only a side wall. 

A circus showed at Salem, Mass., May 22, 
1826 

Levi James North was born in Newtown town- 


In 1829, Alex Downie threw twenty-one 
“jerks forward’’ from the vaulting board; also 
threw seven forward in a swing. (Authority, 
Levi J. North.) Mr. North saw Joe Vale do 
the Dancing Globes on his feet in 1833. North 
claimed the first presentation of a wire ascen- 
sion as a source of attraction. The wire walker 
was James McFarland; Miss MeFarland suc- 
ceeded her father the next season. Levi. J. 
North, at Hanley, England, in the summer of 
1839, with Batty’s Circus (Mr. Hughes, acting 
manager), turned the first somersault ever ac- 
complished while standing on the back of a 
running horse. He first performed the feat in 
the United States with Welch & Bartlett's Cir- 
cus, at the Bowery Theatre, New York, in 1840. 

A wooden circus building erected in Cincin- 
nati, O., 1827. 

Blythe’s Circus opened in Savannah, Ga., Jan. 
13, 1827. 

Washington Circus and Theatre, Philadelphia, 
opened June 18, 1829. 

Handy & Welch, American Circus Managers, 
exhibited a circus in the West Indies, 1829-30. 

A circus company showed Lancaster, Pa., 
1830. 

Lippincott’s Amphitheatre, Cincinnati, 0., de- 
stroyed by fire two days before announced op- 
ening, 1830. 

Amphitheatre in Flagg Alley, Boston, opened 
January, 1831. 

The first number of P. T. Barnum’s Herald 
of Freedom appeared at Danbury, Conn., Octo- 
ber 10, 1831. 

American Amphitheatre, Boston, opened Feb. 

1882.

First circus in Columbia, S. C., Nov. 4, 1853. 
In 1835, the Zoological Exhibition practically 
controlled the American tent show business. 
Branch 10 was billed for Boston and Branch 15 
toured the south. The projectors, June, Ange- 
vine and Titus, succumbed in the panic of 1837. 

Joe Blackburn, clown and equestrian, rode a 
juggling act with Waring’s Circus and Me- 
nagerie at New Orleans in 1838. In writing of 
a week's performance at Fredericksburg, Va. 
Blackburn records in A Clown'’s Log, receipts 
good, from $150 to $100 a day. 

Albert Townsend, elephant trainer, joined 
June, Titus & Angevine in 1838, having charge 
of the huge elephant, Siam. At the end of the 
season, the management owed Townsend $450.

In 1840 Townsend became the 
pioneer side-showman of America, exhibiting a 
South American snake in a tent in connection 
with Dick Sands’ Circus (not to be confounded 
with Dick Sands, the clog dancer). The admis- 
sion was a sgsix-pence, and the net profit the 
first season was $420. 

In 1837 or 1838, Caleb Weeks and “General” 
Rufus Welch made a considerable importation 
of animals from Cape Town, S. A. They se- 
cured several giraffes and they were the first 
ever seen here. 

Jimmy O'Connell was the first who danced a 
clog or wooden-shoe dance in America, appear- 
ing with popular circuses in 1839. 

Welch’s National Circus and Theatre, Walnut 
street, Philadelphia, opened February, 1840. 

Amphitheatre, corner Haverhill and Traverse 
streets, Boston, Mass., opened in 184i. 

Washington Circus and Theatre, New Or- 
leans, built 1842. 

Frank Donaldson, gymnast and man monkey, 
joined Aron Turner at Cherryville, Pa., in 1842, 
a8 a posturer, at $12 a week. It was a forty- 
horse show, the menagerie consisting of one 
elephant and six cages of animals. Admission 
twenty-five and twelve and a half cents. Hotel 
rates, thirty-seven and a half cents a day. It 
was no uncommon thing to have liquors placed 
on the table free, besides, the landlord often 
treated to two-for-a-cent Principe cigars. The 


first double perch was done in Cincinnati with 
Wesley Baramore’s Circus, in 1853. ‘The first 
two days E. L. Libby held the perch and the 
mounters were George Dunbar and Frank Don- 
aldson. It was afterward long performed by 
Henry Majilton, Dunbar and Donaldson. In 
June, 184, with Spalding & Rogers, at Green- 
ville, Ind., George Dunbar held the perch for 
four mounters, Majilton, Nat Rogers, Charles 
Crosby and Donaldson. ‘The first two Comics, 
or Motley Brothers, in America were Majilton 
and Dunbar. The winter of the exhibition of 
the Crystal Palace, in New York, Majilton and 
Donaldson did a double trapeze at Van Epps’ 
Amphitheatre, Mobile, Ala. Francois Siegrist, 
the same season, at Francois Hippodrome, New 
York, performed a single trapeze. The first 
double ladders in this country were performed 
with Levi J. North, in Philadelphia, by Dun- 
bor, Majilton, Hankins and Donaldson. Dunbar 
got the idea from the Siegrists. 

Spalding’s North American Circus toured 
(Michigan in September, 1842. The band was 
led by Edward Kendall, ‘the magic bugler.’’ 
In the company were Charles J. Rogers, W. W. 
Nichols and Dan Emmett, author and composer 
of *‘Dixie’s Land.’’ The admission was twenty- 
five cents. 

Oscar Stone’s was the first circus to exhibit 
in Chicago, Sept. 14, 1836. It arrived by boat 
from Detroit, Mich. 

June 1, 1843, Gen. Rufus Welch and Company 
sailed for the Mediterranean, playing at Cadiz, 
Gibraltar, Malaga, Algiers, the Balearic Islands 
Genoa, Marseilles, and then sailed for Brazil, 
returning bome in the spring of 1844. Gen, 
Welch died at Philadelphia,Nov. 28, 1856. 

Barney Carroll gained celebrity in 1845, while 
with Dr. Spaulding’s Great American Circus, 
by inventing a new trick. This consisted of 
carrying a boy on the head or shoulders, and in 
various poses, while riding bare-back. One 
day he happened to be skylarking in the ring 
with some members of the troupe, among them 
a boy named Armstrong. For sport, Carroll got 
Armstrong to stand on his (Carroll’s) head. 
The thought suddenly struck him that he could 
carry Armstrong while he was riding  bare- 
back. Armstrong was willing, a horse was 
trotted out, the trick immediately put into 
practice, and was exhibited amid great applause 
at the evening performance. 

Charles and Henry Reiche, the great animal 
importers, arrived in New York in 1844, and 
engaged in the peddling of Canary birds. 

In 1847, Bu S. Howes, who that year exhib- 
ited in the street parade, when he showed at 
the Bowery Amphitheatre (afterward the Stadt, 
and then the Windsor Theatre) the first golden 
chariot, drawn by twenty horses. 

Rowe's Olympic Circus opened in San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., Oct. 29, 1849. Came to grief July. 
1857. 

Dan Rice opened at the Peican Theatre, New 
Orleans, La., 1849. 

John Smith, the author and composer, first 
sang Old Bob Ridley with Stone & McCullom’s 
Circus, New Orleans, 1849. 

Rockwell's American Theatre, Cincinnati, 0O., 
opened for equestrian performances Dec. 29, 
1849. 

In 1849, Spaulding & Rogers made a feature 
of a forty-horse team, driven four abreast, by 
one man, and drawing a musical car called the 
Appolonicon. Dr. Spaulding invented and first 
used quarter poles, eleven tier seats and extra 
front seats. He also introduced reserved seats 
under canvas. Dr. Gilbert R. Spaulding, born 
at Coeymans, Albany Co., N. Y., June 14, 1812. 
Died at New Orleans, La., April 6, 1880. 

Stone & Madigan (Den Stone) traveled in the 
west and northwest by rail in 1851. Press 
Agent, W. T. Van Orden. 

In the later forties and early fifties, Ray- 
mond & VanAmburg had three exhibitions tour- 
ing. In the east, Raymond & Driesbach’s ‘‘Kid 
Glove’? Show. Out west, VanAmburg & Co.’s 
Great Moral Exhibition. Southern, Raymond & 
Co.’s Native American Menagerie of seven cages. 
“Not a foreign animal in the collection, except 
a monkey.”’ In 1868 they joined forces with 
P. T. Barnum, and were proprietors of Van- 
Amburg & Co.'s Great Golden Menagerie, Long- 
worthy’s Menagerie and Circus, Herr Driesbach’s 
Menagérie and Floating Palace, sharing with 
Spaulding & Rogers, owners of the unique wa- 
ter amphitheatre. VanAmburg, Driesbach and 
Longworthy were “lion kings.’’ The man in 
the ‘‘iron-bound den’’ was the drawing card 
of the day. 

During the season of 1852-3, Howes & Co. 
(Seth B. Howes, P. T. Barnum and Lewis B. 
Lent) toured with P. T. Barnum’s American 
Museum and Menagerie. The great attractions 
were: The name of Barnum—his fame increased 
through Jenny Lind—Tom Thumb and ten ele- 
phants. 

Jabez Johnson, a humorous journalist, known 
as Yuba Dam, went to California in 1854, as 
press agent for Nixon & Castello.

Championship and The Billboard Medal, to be 
held next month at the New Rink in Cincin- 
nati. | am glad to see that someone has under- 
taken to crystalize the interest in speed skat- 
ing that is beginning to be felt all over the 
country. AS an old-timer I will watch the 
contests with interest and, if possible, will at- 
tend some of the finals. 


1] am wondering whether or not the managers 
of today will see in the forthcoming races 
the opportunities they will have of making 
small fortunes, for such opportunities really 
exist. I can remember the palmy days of 
Inckwood, Cook, Breitenbach, Gamble, Tinker, 
Gale Elliott, Crooks and the rest of the fliers, 
when rink managers all over the country were 
simply coining money. 

The method was something like this: The 
rink managers would enter the popular speed 
simter of the town in one of the big races. 
Of course the skater stood a chance to win, but 
if he did not, there was issued immediately 
by the rink manager a challenge to the win- 
ner on behalf of his skater. The manager 
and his protege returned to their’ home city 
where they were interviewed by the newspaper 
men. They told how they happened to lose 
the race. Then they announced that they had 
challenged the winner of the big race, feel- 
ing sure that the local man could beat the 
Stranger in the home rink Soon would come 
the acceptance of the challenge and the post- 
ing of real money with the newspapers. The 
town went wild over the coming race which 
was to last a week. Every night the rink 
would be packed to the doors. The town man 
would win, then the stranger, then the town 
man, then the stranger and so on until each 
had one three races. 

Interest by this time would be at fever heat. 
Then the final race would be pulled off with 
the increased prices of admission. The stranger 
won. But the manager was in possession of 
enough coin to prevent his sleeping very sound- 
ly until he had it safely in the bank.

THE CINCINNATI TOURNAMENT. 


The coming World’s Championship = roller 
Skating races for The Billboard Medal and 
other prizes, to be held at the New Rink, 
Cincinnati, are attracting the attention of 
. Skaters and rink managers everywhere. In- 
quiries are coming in from all over *he coun- 
try, and several contestants have already en- 
tered. Manager Nall, who has charge of the 
tournament, said to a Billboard representa- 
tive: 


“Any one bas a chance to win one of these 
great races—that is, any one who can do a 
mile in the neighborhood of three minutes. 
There are no champions at the present day. 
No one knows when one will turn up. He may 
be a modest skater in some eountry town today. 
Next month he will be famous. There is no one 
so fast now that he can not be beaten. These 
so-called records that one sees now, with the 
time around 2:50 are not correct. Most of them 
are for short miles. There is a big difference 
in rinks, too. Here we have an absolutely per 
fect floor with the track measured by the city 
engineer and certified by him. It is a full mile 
of 5280 feet. The man who makes a record 
here makes it and it makes him famous. Any- 
one is likely to win it, too, just as I say, for 
on this fleor the so-called ‘champs’ will be just 
as new as the beginners. I am glad to see 
the unknowns and the ‘dark horses’ coming in. 
That’s the stuff that champions are made of.’’ 

The races begin Jan. 7 and last three weeks. 
They are for one, two and five mile distances. 


THE BILLBOARD MEDAL. 


The Billboard medal for the forthcoming 
World’s Championship roller skating races ito 
be held at the New Rink, North Music Hall, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, commencing Jan. 7 is a veri- 
table triumph of the jeweler’s art. It is 
after a modern Tiffany design and every detail 
of it is symbolic. Over the heavy bar are 
the outspread eagle wings in virgin gold of 
many c¢elors, typifying ‘‘speed.’’ From the 
centre of the wings flashes a first-water soli- 
taire diamond, a brilliant jewel of perfect 
cut. The bar bears the words ‘Billboard 
Medal,’’ in many hued enamel. Suspended by 
heavy links of gold is the medal proper. Jn 
general form it is globe ahaped typifying ‘‘tie 
world.’’ A figure wrought in pure enamel 
rises in full relief from the globe. It is that 
of a speed skater just about to start In a race. 
His feet rest upon the two hemispheres rep- 
resenting the ‘world’s e¢ehampionship’’ which 
words also surround the hemispheres. Spring- 
ing from each side is a half-furled American 
flag in colors, which, of course signifies 
“‘America.’’ Enveloping the whole is a laurel 
wreath in colored geld M{lustrative of ‘‘victory.’’ 
The medal weighs 60 pennyweight. A descrip- 
tion of the splendid trophy does it nothing 
near justice. A reproduction of the medal] will 
be shown im these columns soon.

ADVOCATES KANSAS~ STATE 
FAIR. 


‘the Topeka Capital wants that state to es- 
tablish a state fair. Im a recent issue it said, 
editorially: 

“Western State Fairs were without exception 
a greater success than ever this fall. The great 
Iowa Fair's stock show excelled anything here- 
tofore put on in the West, or in any other part 
of the country, for that matter, drawing repre- 
sentatives of the live stock industry from Europe 
as well as America. The Minnesota and Wis- 
consin and Nebraska fairs were also phenomenal. 
Minnesota claims that for all-around features 
of live stock, agriculture and horticulture, it 
surpassed Iowa or Illinois or any other State. 
In spite of unfavorable weather, the Texas 
State Fair at Dallas was a success, hundreds 
of thousands of people coming to see it. One 
of the things essential to the West's prosperity 
is improved breeding, and nowadays this does 
not mean in live stock alone, but in corn and 
wheat and other cereals. 

“If Kansas will look to far-off Vermont it will 
see an example of push and enterprise that 
should set us thinking. The Vermont Legisla- 
ture has just decided that a State Fair must be 
established, though what Vermont has to exhibit 
in ap agricultural or horticultural way, outside 
of the ‘only real and genuine’ maple sugar, it 
would not be easy to say. But just the same 
Vermont is going to establish a State Fair, and 
the Legislature has put the matter ja the hands 
of a commission of 14 men to be appointed by 
Governor Proctor. 

“The Capital some months ago set forth some 
of the reasons why Kansas should establish a 
State Fair, and just to show how wide an inter- 
est is taken in such things, the article came 
back to us reprinted in the Springfield (Mass.) 
Republican. A great Kansas State Fair would 
attract attention to Kansas, ng question of that. 
Its effect in advertising the State’s resources 
would be worth more than the cost. And it 
would bring larger benefits in bringing our up- 
to-date farmers together to compare notes and 
products, in stimulating rivalry in the best 
breeding. Farmers’ Institutes have been a big 
feature in Kansas this year, but a State Fair 
would put the finishing touches on the work of 
the Institutes, an annual State Institute for the 
interchange of ideas, and exhibits of the best 
the State could show in Its mainstay industry.

HISTORY OF 
AMERICAN CIRCUS.

Dan Dice, born McLarren, was the most fa- 
mous of American circus clowns; born in New 


York City, he died at East Long Branch, N. J., 
Feb. 22, 1900. In 1845 he was featured by Seth 
B. Howes, who furnished him a carriage of 
state to travel in. Dan marked his regal entree 
into the place by throwing away money to the

In 1849, Hyatt Frost and Charles Townsend 
ran a six and a quarter cent side show with 
Raymond & VanAmburg. They traveled with 


a one-horse wagon and the show consisted of a 
seven-banded armadillo, one big snake and four 


rattle snakes. Hyatt Frost established a cook 
tent in the VanAmburg Show, in 1871. Hyatt 
Frost was born March 4, IS2;7, in Southeast 


Putnam Co., N. Y.; died, Amenia, N. Y., Sept. 
3, 1905. Mr. Frost was for thirty-nine years 
manager of the VanAmburg Show. ‘Ihe season 
of 1871 the VanAmburg Show issued an adver- 
tising almanac. It was called the ‘‘Animalnac.” 

Hon. Joel E. Warner, of Lansing, Mich., who 
was for nine successive years in the employ of 


Spaulding & Rogers, has this to say. of the 
Floating Palace: “The Floating Palace was 
built by Edward Shields, in Cincinnati, for 


Spaulding & Rogers, in 1850, at a cost of 
$20,000. In the fall of that year it made its 
first trip down the river. It was towed from 
town to town by a stern-wheel boat called the 
Telegraph. Jt had on board Spaulding & Rog- 
ers’ North American Circus. The interior was 
finished in the style of an amphitheatre ring in 
the center; it seated about 1,500 people, includ- 
ing the gallery, offices, etc., in the bow of the 
boat and a bar and lunch counter over the of- 
fices. The first season of the Palace was a 
losing one, as Dan Rice with his one horse show 
fought them from the start, often erecting his 
tent on the bank, where people had to pass to 
get to the Palace, showing day and date in 
many of the principal towns. It was a bitter 
war, and ended only as both parties reached 
New Orleans, when the Palace, in order to get 
out of Rice’s way, was taken around to Mobile, 
and during the vo; age came near foundering in 
a storm at sea. The next year the steamer 
James Raymond was built expressly to tow the 
Palace. It was a large side-wheel boat, very 
powerful, and could handle its consort with ease 
against a heavy current. The first part of the 
Raymond was finished for a concert hall, and 
abaft the wheel house were dining and state 
rooms, where the company was fed and slept. 
Thus equipped, the Palace went forth to victory 
and became very popular on all the large rivers 
and their tributaries. The concert room was 
used as a side show, where an after entertain- 
ment was always given. The Palace was used 
as a circus boat until the fall of 1853, I think, 
when it was converted into a museum and 
menagerie, with the performing elephants, Vic- 
toria and Albert, as a feature. I think it was 
the following spring that Spaulding & Rogers 
rented of P. T. Barnum a living giraffe. Up to 
this time no giraffe had ever been seen in New 
Orleans or the river countries, and it was ex- 
pected that this card would make a_ great 
fortune on its first tour. The animal arrived 
safely by steamer at New Orleans, but in tak- 
ing it from the steamer, it made a lunge from 
the gang-plank into the river and was drowned. 
In 1854, the VanAmburg Menagerie had full 
possession of the Palace. In the fall of 1855 
the Palace was reconverted into a circus boat, 
and a union of Spaulding & Rogers’ North 
American Circus and the Floating Palace Cir- 
cus formed the attraction. The same combina- 
tion was put on wheels in the spring of 1856, 
and Spaulding & Rogers started a railroad cir- 
cus. In the fall of 1856, Spaulding & Rogers’ 
three circuses combined and went on board the 
Palace for a winter season, and the same can 
be said of 1857-8, and, I think, 1859." 

Col. Charles Seeley completed his apprentice- 
ship to Frank Phelps in 1854. 

Dan Stone’s Hippodrome and Railroad Circus 


arrived in Chicago in 1854. Dennison W. 
Stone, born, Burlington, Vt.: died at Franklin, 
N. J., April 20, 1802, aged 68. 


In 1855, Hart & Scofield exhibited in Chicago 
within two blocks of the present court house, 
and the location was considered out of town. 
Levi J. North’s Amphitheatre opened in Chi- 
cago in 1856. 

About 1856 Spaulding & Rogers had crate 
ears constructed with small, low wheels, in 
which their paraphernalia was to be transferred 
to and from the special train. They stuck in 
the mud in bad weather and the experiment 
was abandoned. 

Howes & Cushing’s American Circus visited 
England in 1857, appearing before the Queen 
by royal command. Victoria’s secretary did the 
grand by sending a check for £500 as a douceur. 
Seth B. Howes died at Brewsters, N. Y., May 
17, 1901, aged 86 years. Joseph Cushing died 
at Dover, N. H., March 31, 1884. | 

Avery Smith, one of ‘“‘The Flatfoots,’’ was 
born at North Salem, N. Y.; died at Newark, 
N. J.. Dee. 26, 1876. His name was never used | 


in any announcement as a manager or owner, |

The hippopotamus was successful- 
ly exhibited at the Alhambra Palace, London, and 
in several of the leading cities of England, prior 
to bringing it to the United States. The rare 
animal was first exhibited at New Orleans, be- 
ing in charge of Ali, the Arab, and Mr. Howes, 


and landed safe in America. One night the 
beast escaped in midocean and came well nigh 
taking to the sea. Being discovered in the 
nick of time, the zoological prize was captured 


and recontined. It was put on exhibition at the 
Academy of Music, and, in the midst of suc- 
cessful business, the storm cloud of secession 
fell upon the Crescent City, and the red, white 


and blue gave way to the flag of the Confed- 
eracy. At this juncture, Mayor Monroe, who 


had a liking for Mr. Howes, warned him to es- 
cape while he could from the city with his rare 
and valuable animal. Accordingly, Howes took 


passage on the steamer Hevana, accompanied 
in his flight by the late Robert Heller, the 
piano artist, skilled magiclan, wit and master 
of second sight.

Here Ali and the hippo starred for six 
months at $300 per week. Col. Cushing dis 
posed of his interest to John J. Nathans, and 
the beast and its keeper were rented to L. B. 
Lent, of New York Cireus fame, for the tenting 
season of 1862. Lent organized the ‘“‘Hippozoon- 
omadon,"’ which proved quite as successful a 
venture as his pronunctation-provoking ‘‘Eques- 
curriculum.’’ Frank Howes accompanied the ex- 
pedition, and represented the owners of the 
“river horse.’’ The hippo flourished and grew 
prodigiously. The “thog show’’ made sad havoc 
with rival managers, as hundreds and thousands 


waited for and flocked to see the “only living 
hippopotamus."’ During 1863-5, the hippopota 
mus proved a leading and profitable attraction 


with Geo. F. Bailey & (.’s Cireus and Menag 
erie, and died in Canada during the summer 
of 1865. An interval of several years elapsed 
before another specimen was imported and 
placed on exhibition. In the winter of 1S79, 
Sells Brothers imported the first pair of hippo- 
potami ever brought into captivity here, and 
continued to exhibit them throughout the union,

As these dress suited society leaders 
lean back in the fine furniture and toss bon 
mots to and fro, they smoke idly. To look at 
them, one would think that they were enjoy- 
ing the fimest tobacco grown. The cold. hard 
truth is that they are smoking cigars furnished 
by the property man, and that those cigars 
never cost more than five cents each.
